Paris.—Eradication of all traces of 
tho 52 months’ war has already begun 
everywhere along the old stationary 
front which marked the line of the op­ 
posing armies since tile inception of a 
war of position. 
N 
Barbed wire entanglements are be­ 
ing torn up, trenches are being tilled 
In, camouflage is being taken down, 
narrow-gauge railways removed, and 
shell dumps and other depots for m a­ 
terial being transported away. 
This is Hie first time that auy field 
fortifications have been permitted to 
he touched by the civilian population. 
Even after the Germans had inn n 
driven from the Chateau Thierry re­ 
gion south of the .Marne to north of 
the Yes ie. the military authorities re­ 
fused tit permit barbed wire to lie 
taken up or earthworks filled In. 
In most eases this work is being 
done by civilians, bur everywhere with 
tim release of the older classes of 
French soldiers and the numerous re­ 
turning—wounded discharged from the 
army— there are eno ugh men familiar 
w it h field work's to supervise the re­ 
moval of them. 
Difficult W ork. 
It is no easy matter for tile novice 
to pull up barbed wire, and iii places, 
particular!.! 
in 
the .luvigny 
region 
north of Hie Aisne, where the Thirty- 
second division fought with General 
Mangin's superb Tenth army and won 
for themselves lim sobriquet <>f “The 
Tigers,” the entanglements cover hun­ 
dreds of acres; the belts being hun­ 
dred-: of yards in depth. 
This wire 
dates hack from September, TOI t. and 
is rusty and dangerous to handle, 
o w i n g to tin' pretence of tetanus mi­ 
crohm. 
The newer “giant German 
w ire/' tin 
strands of which are a 
quarter of an inch thick and which 
bristle with barbs, is equally hard to 
romo\ c. 
The old wide trenches winch ware 
in vogue earlier in the \*.ar ludore the 
development rn' the rninenw rfer as an 
accurate piece of ordnance, are hard 
to til! in. as their jtar.ipe.ts have been 
washed mvaj by ruins and blasted to 
bit- of shellfire. 
They are like great 
ditches, furrowing the earth in every 
direction. 
The 
newer. 
narrower 
trenches, shored with timber and pro­ 
vided with duckboard floors are easier 
to fill in. The thrifty French first filii! 
out the shoring and let Hie rain act 
on the trenches for a couple of weeks 
iii which time they invariably fall in. 
then they shovel over the top, smooth- j 
lug it off. 
Nq attempts are made to fill in the 
dugouts, the entrances merely being 
boarded 
up 
and 
covered 
over. 
In j 
many of these German dugouts there i 
sire Infernal machines and man traps j 
likely to explode when the first per- . 
eon enters. 
Loose hoards on tin1 stairs j 
or lilts of string stretched across lie* , 
entrance set off explosives. 
In many ; 
other dugouts ihere are corpse# of ! 
f r i e n d s or f o e s . killed underground by j 
bombs hurled down the exits. 
Ai' roads in the zone where tin* op­ 
posing armies have swayed back and 
forth are lined with fox holes, as I lie ! 
American 
doughboys 
call 
the

shelter caves they are taught to dig j 
with bayonets 
aud 
mess kits 
and 
which provide such wonderful shelter 
against shrapnel. 
Everywhere in the j 
belt of terrain marking the extreme 
limits of the passage of the fighting 
troops thor * are endless rows of these* 
fox holes dug into tin* ditches beside 
the roads. 
They tell the silent tales 
of bodies of troops on the march spied 
out bv enemy airplanes or captive bal­ 
loons and caught under concentrated 
fire by many batterie- 
Then the men 
are ordered to take cover, and since 
there is rn in* to tale they must ira 
provise their own shelter. 
Dig in Quickly. 
It is a remarkable sight to so,- how 
fast a soldier can dig a cave that will 
shelter Ids body with no Implement# 
but a bayonet and mess kit. 
They 
loosen Hie earth with the bayonet and 
scoop it out with the big. long-handled 
tin cup, sometimes working with the 
skillet in the other hand. 
Only light, Depauville railways are 
being taken up, all standard gauge 
lines which have been laid since the 
i\ar remaining rn position until such 
time as the administration determines 
what shall be done with them. 
Few pieces of artillery remain in 
their emplacements, nearly all of those 
which were overlooked in capture dur­ 
ing attacks having been dragged out 
of their pits arid placed in the public 
square of the nearest French town or 
village. 
But there are still hundreds 
of 
thousands 
of 
live shells, 
hand 
grenades and millions of rounds of 
small arms ammunition lying about 
everywhere. 
The earth is pitted with 
boles made by “duds” which may ex­ 
plode the first time the farmer’s plow 
strikes against them. 
Despite that. however, the thrifty 
French are cleaning up their country, 
preparing for tile sowing of crops next 
spring.

lined before interested persons here 
what he calls the socialized method 
of instruction in public schools, the 
fundamental feature of which is t ie 
abolition of the old autocratic rela­ 
tion of teacher over the child and 
the introduction of o more democ ru­ 
ne system. 
"There are three ways of adminis­ 
tering the school system of a cit.',” 
said .Mr. Hartwell. 
“ First, the a u ­ 
tocratic method, well organized, with 
an efficient person at its head who 
imposes Ii iv will without question up- 
. on the department; second, the chaos 
of no orgonizotion at all, and, third, 
the democratic method in which Hie 
entire membership is acquainted w’th 
and interested in, the durational po­ 
licy of th system. 
"It we are goiug Co teach democra­ 
cy, to our children we must prufice 
it ourselves. 
How much of it is 
there in our schools of today? 
The 
traditional school is pretty much oi 
an autocratic institution. 
I do not 
propose to hand oxer the reins to 
the children- I mean working with 
them in their schoolrooms. 
“ What may we reasonably expect 
of a pupil at Hie end of the hist six 
grades? 
I think we should expect 
him three things; 
First, that pen­ 
manship habits should be fixed, that 
lie shall write with an easy, free-arin 
movement and write legibly; second, 
that he shall fully 
understand the 
fundamental operations in arithmetic 
addition, subtraction 
and division; 
third, that he shall he able to read 
intelligently, and that lie shall have 
acquired the dictionary habit. 
“ Here are some ot tile things I 
should Ilk-- to see realized in the new 
. intermediate school to be erected; 
“ First, 
departmentalized 
work, 
'w ith teachers who are interested in 
' Kngish teaching English, those inter­ 
ested in geography teaching geogra­ 
phy, etc, etc. 
"Second, 
recitation 
if 
I could 
have my way I'd elimiate the w o l d 
recitation J rom the school vocabu­ 
lary. 
Our business is to teach jei- 
pils to think, to work, to study, not 
stuff their minds or cram for exam­ 
ination. 
I have a feeling that the 
next ten years will see the tradition­ 
al recitation shattered 
In pl a ce ot 
recitation I should have that room 
fully equipped 
f o r the teaching of 
one thing. 
“Next, perahps, I should h a v e an 
hour of shop work 
not to teach 
children of that age a trade, but to 
start their minds iii the direction of 
what they would like to do when they 
are mature, and from time to time 


h a v e an adult person of the same w x 
talk to them on the subject of the 
lifework they would prefer. 
“ Furthei I should eliminate 
the 
special teaching of spelling, having 
the geography teacher teach the «lr ii - 
drew how to spell the words in geo­ 
graphy, etc., and I should eliminate 
home work entirely for the pupil and 
rue teacher. 
I should like to Iii.lit 
tile teachers' classes to four per cent 
and require each child to put in an 
Hour in tim gymnasium. 
“ I should have them put in t! rep 
periods a week a1 laboratory work 
and two at art and music. 
I hu\e a 
high regard for the educational xa- 
lue of music- 
for music us tatty tit 
by a qualified tenoner. 
“ In the commercial department I 
should emphasize the grounding of 
habits of thrift. 
“ I should like to see are, fortn- 
sies, dramatics, rfiusic, etc., not us 
an interruption iii the school work, 
but as a p a n of it. 
“ I should like to see libraries in 
ie new senools to develop the r e e l ­ 
ing habit along sound lines. 
“The foregoing ideas would evolve 
a new 
type of teacher— one 
who 
would really teach.”

Soldier Boys 


FROH IRA E. THOMAS 


I 
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(Tov, Germany. Fell 8. 1919. 
Mr. VV'. F. Thomas, 
Heattir, Texas, 
Dear Brother 
and Family: 
Will 
try this lonesome Sunday 
night to 
write you a few lines to let you hear 
from me. 
Hope you are all well. 
This leaves me feeling fine and in 
good health, for which I ain mighty 
thankful. ■ 
Well, Mack, you wanted me to 
write you some of my experience in 
war. 
Well, that would be an awful 
job to try to write all of my exper­ 
iences during the war. 
Well, we 
landed in England on July 2nd 
od 
stayed there three or four days, then 
came on to France. 
There we drill­ 
ed for about six weeks and we sure 
did work hard; 
then in the latter 
part of August we went in the tren­ 
ches; 
there we stayed and held the 
lines until September the 12th, when 
the big drive of St. Mihiel started. 
It lasted foul days, that is, four days 
of hard fighting. 
Our division made 
a good record. 
We staved there un­ 
til about the middle of October, when 
we were relieved. 
We went from 
there to the Meuse-Argonne forest 
without any rest except about 8 days. 
While there we rau into one of the 
hardest fights of the war and on the 
1st and 2nd of October our comp; ny 
sure did do some hard fighting. 
I don’t see how a n y o n e could have 
gotten through what I did without 
getting hurt, but of course some of 
us did. 
We drove the Germans un­ 
til November the l it h . when the a r ­ 
mistice was signed. 
We were in the 
front lines then and tile Germans 
were shelling us to heat the band. 
We got the news about ten o'clock 
tiiat the armistice was to signed at 
ll o’clock, and I was digging me a 
hole in the ground for 
protect® n 
from the shells., and when I I o’clock 
came all of the guns ceased firing. 
Believe me. I was some happy boy; 
not only I. hut everybody was ban- J 
py. for they couldn’t be any other 
way, tor we were all’given out- wet. ! 
cold and hungry. 
I was raining *11 i 
the time aud we couldn't have any 
tires, but after the armistice was visa­ 
ed 
w e could have all the fires we 
wa ated. 
We moved to a little town for a 
few days to rest some and get some 
new clothes, which we needed bauly. 
Then we started on our long hike 
to Germany, 
ti my! 
that was aw­ 
ful. 
We arrived at this p l a c e about 
Christmas and have been here ever 
since. 
We have been drilling very 
hard sin ce we have been here* but 
have a good place to stay 
featlier 
beds to sleep on 
I have a room by 
myself aud have a real nice bed in 
it. so you see I am fairing fine. 
Alack, this is just a little sketch 
of niy experience and I will tell you 
more when I get Lome. 
They say 
we will sail for home in June; 
I 
sure hope we will for I feel like I 
have done my part and am read y to 
come home and enjoy those g »od 
things that arc waiting for me. 
We are still having lots of ram 
it rains almost, every day.

Whether print wa* invented in *n- 
arwer to a need for a preservative or to 
iiueet a desire for beauty Is a question 
(fully a* knotty as the ancient one about 
the relative time of arrival of the 
chicken or the esp. 
It was invented, 
if bough, and it serves both purposes 
.equally ; so whet tier it is an offspring 
of mother necessity or an adopted son 
of beauty remains forever a disputed 
^question. 
The first men, cowering under the 
fierce and glaring suns of the biblical 
countries, must meted 
rude lints of 
wood to shelter them. 
The perishable 
nature of these structures caused rapid 
decay, and It is probable that the oc­ 
cupants, seeking some artificial means 
of preservation, lilt upon the pigments 
e t the earth in their search. 
It is per­ 
haps natural to suppose that it was 
if he Instinct of preservation that led 
men to the search, although the glories 
of the sunsets find the beauties of the 
rainbow may have created a desire to 
Imitate those wonders in their own 
(dwellings. 
The earliest record of the applica­ 
tion of a preservative to a wooden 
structure dates from the ark, which 
•was, according to file Bible, “pitched 
■within and without.' 
The pitch was a 
(triumph of preservation whatever it 
lacked as a thing of beauty. 
Decoration applied to buildings first 
comes to light with ancient Babylon, 
whose walls were (overed with repre­ 
sentations of hunting scenes and of 
combat. 
These were done in red and 
the method followed was to paint the 
scene on the bricks at the time of 
manufacture, assuring permanence by 
taking. 
Strictly speaking, this was 
mot painting so much aa it was the 
earliest manifestation of our own fa­ 
miliar kalsoiuirlng. 
The first Hebrew to mention paint- 
ing is Moses. In the thirty-third chap 
4er of the book of Nambers he In 
•truots the Israelites, "When ye have 
passed over the Jordan into the land 
of Canaan, then shall ye drive out all 
tike inhabitants of the land from be­ 
fore you and destroy all their pic­ 
tures. . . . ” 
At later periods the Jews adopted 
■Mary customs of Hie peoples w ho suc­ 
cessively obtained power over them 
and in the apocryphal book of the 
Maccabees I* found this allusion to 
the art of decorating. “ For as the ma* 
ter builder of a new house must (are 
for the whole building, but be (hat 
endertabeth to sci it out and paint it. 
must seek out things for the adorning 
thereof.” 
Although Homer gives credit to a 
Greek for the discovery of paint. Hie 
allusions to it in the books of Moses, 
the pointed mummy coses of the Kgyp- 
Ilaris and the decorated walls of Baby­ 
lon and Thebes fix 
its origin at 
.1 
period long antecedent to the Grecian 
era. 
The walls of Thebes were paint­ 
ed I.JKH) year * before the coming of 
Christ and 996 years before *•'Omer 
amote his bloomin’ lyre.” 
Tire Greeks recognized lite value of 
paint as a preservative and made use 
of something akin to it oil their ships. 
Pliny write* of Ute mode of boiling 
wax and painting shjps with it, after 
which, he continues, “neither the sea, 
nor the wind, nor the sun can destroy 
the wood thus protected.” 
The 
Romans, 
being 
essentially a 
warlike people, never brought the dec­ 
oration of buildings to the high plane 
It had reached with the Greeks. 
For 
all that the ruins of Pompeii show 
many atructures whose unuraI dei ora­ 
tions are In fair shape today. 
The 
colors used were glaring. 
A black 
background was the usual one aud the 
combinations worked thereon red, yel­ 
low and blue. 
In the early Christian era the use of 
mosaics for churches somewhat sup­ 
planted mural painting. 
Still, during 
the reign of Justinian the Church of 
Saint Sophia was built at Gonsiantbio­ 
pic and Its walls were adorned with 
paintings. 
In modern times the uses of paint 
have cotue to he as numerous as its 
myriad shades and tints.

unique in that lls name ms no syno­ 
nym and for It there Is no substitute 
material, Bread is th*1 staff of lib*, but 
paint Is the life of the stuff.
